Among the interesting papers submitted was one in which 
the idea was advanced that cheating in that particular class,

‘our minds the much-mooted question of the advisability of an 
honor system in our school. 


‘A great, deal has been said at the ‘University, of Omaha 
aaa the-honor system. A few years ago it was given a trial 
by the school and failed to function properly, because stu- 
dents did not feel called upon to enforce it. 


Ni early everyone approached upon the matter SLYS. “Why, 
yes, I.am in favor of the honor system.’’ That is about as 
far as it goes. 

The success of the whole honor system lics in just two 
things: the majority of the students being in its favor, and 
their willingness to use enforcement machinery. 

We believe that the majority of the students of the Uni- 
versity of Omaha are essentially all right, and would favor an 
honest-to-goodness honor system in the scliool. 

If such a majority actually wants an honor system badly 
enough to. go to a bit of work to get it and to keep it run- 
ning, it would mean that the Omaha Uni would take a big step 
forward among its sister schools of the land, who are opernt- 
ing honor systems with a great deal of success.

This is why the Community Glub 
is progressing rapidly and in time 
will be an important factor in the 
elyic affairs ‘of Omuha. The chest 
is made up of twenty-five representa- 
tives from the different associations 
throughout the city. Welfare organi- 
attions have ten representutiy es, 
business organizations have ten mem- 
hers, and the mayor is the twenty- 
lirst member, ‘This group elects four 
members ut large to make the total 
munber of twenty-four. 

The purpose of the chest ts three- 
fold: First, to meet the material re- 
Nef for the needy at a cheiper cost; 
second, to put the whole plan of so- 
cinl work on a sound basis, and third, 
to relieve the financial worr y by tak- 
Ing contributions once a year, instend 
of ant various times. The plan will 
eliminate nll deficits as has heen the 
ease in the yenrs 1922 and 1923. The 
organization is to start out the year 
1924 with u clenn slate. 

The speaker explained the oppor- 
tunities offered by the chest by stat- 
ing what the city of Cleveland has 
guined from its community chest. At 
the present time Cleveland has $20,- 
000,000 in its chest to work with, left 
by wealthy ¢ltizens of the city. The 
Interest from this money pays for 
the community band, community cen- 
ters, and other nctivittes carried on 
by the chest. The bourd of the com- 
munity chest of Omaha is working on 
this plan and is trying to make it as 
successful ns thit of Cleveland.
